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A parade 
of colour 
and music 


THOUSANDS of people turned 
out to watch Northampton’s an¬ 
nual carnival parade as it snaked 
through the town on Saturday. 

The parade of music, dance and 
colour travelled from Delapre 
Park up to Abington Street and 
back again, where the celebration 
continued. 

More than 40 floats and display 
troops were cheered on by the 
crowds of people who lined the 
streets and filled Northampton 
town centre. 

The theme - Footsteps Through 
Life... The Colourful Journey - at¬ 
tracted a range of unique floats 
and unusual costumes. The win¬ 
ners of the best float competition 
came from the Royal & Derngate 
Theatre, who triumphed with their 
‘Wonderland’ float. 

Other highlights included live 
steel bands, larger-than-life car¬ 
nival costumes and dancing from 
majorette troupes. 

The party continued at Delapre 
Park where funfair rides, displays 
and physical art demonstrations 
entertained visitors. 


Murder suspect fails 
to appear at court 


TWO uniformed police of¬ 
ficers were sent to sit in on 
a court hearing on the off- 
chance Britain's most-wanted 
man would turn up to listen 
to proceedings. 

But detectives left empty-handed 
when fugitive Anxiang Du - wanted 
for the brutal killing of a family-of- 
four at their home in Northampton 


- failed to show at the hearing in Bir¬ 
mingham on Monday. 

Mr Du has not been seen since his 
former business partner Jifeng Ding 
was found dead, along with wife 
Helen Chui and their two daughters 
Xing, 18, and Alice, 12, at their home 
in Simpson Manor on the day of the 
Royal Wedding. 

They were killed the day after Mr 
Du and his family were served with 


an injunction freezing their assets 
in relation to business dealings they 
had with Mr Ding and his wife. 

The two families had endured a 
seven-year legal battle, which re¬ 
turned to Birmingham High Court 
on Monday. 

Two uniformed West Midlands Po¬ 
lice officers sat in the court for the 
day-long hearing in case Mr Du at¬ 
tended, but he did not. 


Mr Du, his wife Can Chen and the 
Dings had been at loggerheads over 
the Chinese herbal remedy company. 
Herb Magic, they previously owned. 

On the afternoon of April 28, Judge 
Simon Barker QC, sitting at the High 
Court, granted Northampton-based 
businessman Paul Delaney, who had 
become involved in the wrangle, an 
injunction which froze assets relat¬ 
ing to the sale of the Du family home 


in Coventry, which they had trans¬ 
ferred into the name of their son, 
Boqian. 

The following day Mr Ding, a 
chemistry lecturer at Manchester 
Metropolitan University, and his 
family were found murdered. 

Mr Du disappeared that day and 
has not been seen since, with police 
believing he is in hiding in either 
London or the West Midlands.

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Recycling *not 
sent to 
landfill 
sites’ 


THE leaders of North¬ 
ampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil have promised resi¬ 
dents that recycling 
collected as part of 
emergency bin rounds 
last weekend was not 
sent to landfill sites. 

Following the troubled 
start to new bin collections, 
Enterprise, the private firm 
brought in by both Northamp¬ 
ton Borough council and Dav- 
entry District Council to col¬ 
lect people’s bins, arranged a 
number of extra collections. 

The extra rounds were put 
on to collect rubbish which 
had been missed out earlier 
in the week. 

But while the collections 
were being made, a number of 
residents noticed the binmen 
were putting all the recycling 
together, leading to fears the 
rubbish was all being taken 
to landfill. 

But Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh {Con, Rectory Farm), 
who has been overseeing the 
new waste contract for North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, 
insisted no recyclable waste 
was sent to landfill sites. 

He said: “While the move to 
our new waste service settles 
down, the backlog of recy¬ 
cling that has built up is be¬ 
ing collected in one lorry. 

“This is just a temporary 
measure and the recycling is 
certainly not going to landfill. 
It is being taken back to the 
depot where it is sorted and 


processed in the proper way.” 

He also repeated the coun¬ 
cil’s apology for the confu¬ 
sion there had been about the 
new waste collection system, 
but urged residents to keep 
on putting out their rubbish 
on the days shown on the au¬ 
thority’s calendars. 

He said: “We’ve made it 
possible for people to recycle 
more materials than ever, so 
please continue to separate 
items into the correct boxes 
and put them outside on the 
day shown on the calendar. 

“While we catch up with 
the backlog and staff get used 
to new rounds and new vehi¬ 
cles, we’re also asking people 
to leave their recycling boxes 
outside if they’re not taken 
when expected. 

“We still have extra staff 
working hard to help us es¬ 
tablish a normal service as 
soon as possible and they will 
come back to collect them. 

“Changing to a new service 
has been a huge task, affect¬ 
ing around 125,000 customers 
in Northampton and Daven- 
try. 

“We’re sorry if things 
haven’t gone smoothly for 
everyone. Thanks to every¬ 
one for bearing with us, we 
are working hard to ensure 
things settle down as quickly 
as possible.”

LONG-STANDING plans to 
reopen Northampton's dis¬ 
used cattle market could 
have been dealt a major 
blow after the site's new 
owners revealed plans to 
build warehouses on the 
land. 

The town’s cattle market in 
Liliput Road, Brackmills, was 
closed in 2002 following the foot- 
and-mouth outbreak the previous 
year. 

Following its closure, a lengthy 
campaign was fought by farmers, 
who said the town still needed a 
dedicated venue to sell livestock. 

Their campaign was boosted in 
2005 when the then-leader of the 
West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC), Keith 
Barwell, said the organisation 
would fight to reopen the venue 
within two years. 

But now, the site’s new own¬ 
ers, Rugby-based Roxhill Devel¬ 
opments, have revealed plans 
to build two warehouses on the 
land. In documents which have 
been submitted to the WNDC, the 
firm said the 24-acre site could ac¬ 
commodate 420,000-sq ft of ware¬ 
housing. 

They added: “The proposed 
development represents a major 
investment in the local economy 


of Northampton with associated 
job creation benefits.” 

On their website, the firm also 
said the site, which they have 
named Brackmills Point, was in a 
key area for warehousing. 

They added: “This site is in a 
prime location and forms part of 
the well-established Brackmills 
industrial estate, which is char¬ 
acterised by large scale ware¬ 
housing and industrial buildings 
and attracts national occupiers 
including Travis Perkins, Coca 
Cola, Tesco and Panasonic.” 

Despite the warehousing plans 


being revealed, members of the 
Northampton Farmers’ Consor¬ 
tium said they would still like to 
see the market reopened. 

Group member, Alistair Bro- 
die, said: “People have not for¬ 
gotten about it, there’s still a lot 
of support for the market to be 
returned, there’s no doubt about 
that.” 

The documents Roxhill have 
submitted to the WNDC are still 
in their very early stages and it is 
not yet known when a full plan¬ 
ning application for the site will 
be submitted.

COUNTY libraries could 
be merged with job 
clubs and small busi¬ 
nesses, run by volun¬ 
teers and paid for by 
sponsors and donors 
in order to save money, 
the county council has 
revealed. 

The first draft of the 
county council’s review 
of the library service, de¬ 
signed to save up to 50 per 
cent of the facilities’ fund¬ 
ing over the next four years, 
was presented to a meeting 
of Friends of the Library 
groups, district and bor¬ 
ough councils and parish 
councils on Saturday. 

Suggestions included 
reorganising the current 
libraries to provide com¬ 
munity hubs which include 
a range of other public 
services, job clubs, small 
business advice centres 
and volunteering centres, 
review opening hours to 
include Sunday opening 
to improve accessibility. 


and develop the Friends of 
the Library groups and in¬ 
crease customer contribu¬ 
tions and donations. 

Councillor Heather 
Smith (Con, Prebendal) cab¬ 
inet member for customer 
services, said: “This review 
is very much a draft. It pro¬ 
vides an alternative view 
where, instead of closing 
libraries or reducing open¬ 
ing hours, we go all out to 
diversify the way they are 
funded.” 

But Councillor Brendan 
Glynane (Lib Dem, Delapre) 
said that some of the ideas 
proposed were outrageous. 

He said: “Allowing a cafe 
to occupy some space in a li¬ 
brary to make more money 
and attract new customers 
is fine, but asking residents 
to pay more for the service 
is not fair and neither is 
asking volunteers to run 
libraries. 

“You can’t expect volun¬ 
teers to run libraries, you 
need staff who are trained. 
This review leaves no li¬ 
brary safe.”

A DANCE teacher offering pole danc¬ 
ing lessons to girls as young as three 
in Northampton, said she had been 
prepared for a backlash of outrage. 

Carly Wilford, aged 30, said she launched 
the under-16 classes from her Make Me Fabu¬ 
lous dance studio in Connaught Street, The 
Mounts, following demand from parents. 

She claimed the Little Spinners class, which 
involves acrobatics around a pole, has been 
‘stripped back’ of any sexual aspect and in¬ 
stead boosted young girls’ confidence and self¬ 
esteem. 

But a local campaigner fighting the sexual 
objectification of women, argued pole danc¬ 
ing was ‘like preparing them for the sex in¬ 
dustry’ and could never be made suitable for 
children. 

Despite the widespread criticism of the les¬ 
sons, Carly said she would be continuing with 
the class on Thursday 

She said: “I was prepared that people might 
take this view. I would understand it if I was 
teaching girls to dance in a sexual way, but 
I’ve stripped back any sexual aspect. I’m only 
teaching them anything 
they can do on a fire¬ 
man’s pole or a street 
lamp. 

“I’m not sexualising 
anyone. 

“The lessons are about 
exercise, having fun and 
letting themselves go in 
a safe environment. 

“These people with 
pre-conceived ideas, 
looking at stereotypes, 
are the ones with the 
problem.

“I’m a good person. 
I’m not doing this for 
money-making. I’m do¬ 
ing it for the good of the 
world to make it free of 
stereotypes and precon¬ 
ceived ideas. 

“We’re in a world 
where innocence of 
children is taken away, 
they should be able to 
be kids again and have 
fun without worrying 
that they are going to be 


judged.” 

Carly added that she 
had received a lot of 
support for her classes. 

But Jac Higgs, the 
women’s rights officer 
for Northampton’s 
Green Party and cam¬ 
paigner for Object, said: 
“Pole dancing is some¬ 
thing that is part of the 
sex industry. 

“Getting children to 
dance around a pole is 


sexualising them and 
opening them up to that 
world. 

“They shouldn’t even 
know what pole dancing 
is as a child, let alone at 
three years-old. 

“Parents taking their 
children to these les¬ 
sons should be taking 
more responsibility 

“It’s like preparing 
them for the sex indus¬ 
try”

Hitler’s 
glasses in 
auction 


A MILITARIA auction in Northamp¬ 
tonshire is to feature drinking glasses 
purported to have come from Hitler’s 
Berlin bunker. 

Sent to J.P. Humbert in Towcester 
especially for this sale, the glassware, 
formerly the property of one of Amer¬ 
ica’s top militaria dealers, is detailed 
with a spread-winged eagle with a 
wreath below containing the swastika 
and flanked by the initials A. H. 

Auctioneer Jonathan Humbert said: 
“The late owner’s son told me that his 
father only dealt in the finest military 
collectibles and it was his understand¬ 
ing that this glassware came from Hit¬ 
ler’s Berlin bunker. 

“Certainly the quality is there. The 
etching is superlative and the mouth 
and foot of each glass is superbly gild¬ 
ed. 



“Whilst there is no written prov¬ 
enance, the fact that the same vendor 
owned Hitler’s sword means that there 
is every chance that Adolf Hitler him¬ 
self sipped from these very vessels.” 

The auctioneers said Hitler had a 
personal valet in the bunker and that 
he dined alone most evenings, only us¬ 
ing the finest silver and glassware. 

Mr Humbert said: “Certainly Hitler 
was egocentric enough to surround 
himself with monogrammed articles. 

“This really could be a little piece of 
history in our sale rooms. 

“The glassware is estimated at £5,000 
to £8,000 but prospective buyers will 
have to make of it what they will.” 

Also to be sold at the June 21 auction 
is a 12-tonne 1960s Abbot self-propelled 
tank, sporting a 105mm Howitzer gun, 
just about the largest tank legally 
driveable on a British road. 

Very rare badges will also be sold, 
including a ‘V Braun’ badge from Hit¬ 
ler’s most top secret scientific labora¬ 
tory and an access badge for the V-1 
‘Buzz bomb’ - one of only two known 
to exist.

He leaves his 
first wife, Joanne, 
their children Neil 
and Libby and four 
grandchildren, as 
well as his second 
wife Sallyann and 
their children, Tho¬ 
mas and Emily.

Three cheers for teachers 
willing to buck the system 
and put their wayward charg¬ 
es before a stuffy curriculum, 
regardless of how unpopular 
it might make them with the 
staffroom. 

Jake Kasdan’s foul-mouthed 
comedy won’t be winning a 
gold star alongside those clas¬ 
sic school days yarns. 

Bad Teacher witnesses the 
devastation wrought by a 
hard-drinking, money-grab¬ 
bing harlot, who is granted 
an opportunity to mould the 
impressionable minds of 
today’s alienated youth. 

She schemes, plots and black¬ 
mails her way to stunning 
grades, destroying anyone 
who dares to stand in her 
path. 

It’s a morality tale for our 
fame and power-driven times: 
succeed at all costs. 



Alas, effort counts for noth¬ 
ing without a modicum of in¬ 
telligence and wit, and Gene 
Stupnitsky and Lee Eisen- 
berg’s gleefully un-PC script 
is a clutter of mean-spirited 
barbs and innuendo that 
leave us to wonder if we’re in 
detention and Kasdan’s film 
is the punishment. 

Elizabeth Halsey (Cameron 
Diaz) is a booze-addled wreck, 
draining her drippy, rich 
boyfriend dry until he finally 
musters the courage to dump 
her... with mummy beside 
him for support. 

So she reluctantly returns 
to her teaching job at a high 
school run by Principal Wally 
Snur (John Michael Higgins). 
Rebuffing the advances of oaf¬ 
ish PE master Russell Gettis 
(Jason Segel), Elizabeth sets 
her sights on handsome new 
teacher Scott Delacorte (Jus¬ 
tin Timberlake), who has an 
expensive watch on his wrist. 
Unthinkably, Scott resists her 


flirtations and begins a ten¬ 
der romance with the school’s 
prim and proper teacher, 

Amy Squirrel (Lucy Punch). 
Elizabeth is used to getting 
her own way and she declares 
war on Amy, by fair means or 
- preferably - foul. 

Bad Teacher is a nice idea 
poorly executed, underpinned 
by a script with too few 
laughs and a central heroine 
whose selfish escapades leave 
us without a single drop of 
sympathy or affection for 
Elizabeth. 

Diaz is a gifted comic actress 
but she is on a hiding to noth¬ 
ing here, never quite hitting 
the target with the lacklustre 
one-liners. 

Punch is more appealing 
as the victim of Elizabeth’s 
cruelty while Segel and Tim¬ 
berlake vie for their leading 
lady’s affections, the latter 
poking fun at his Trouser- 
snake tag in the film’s obliga¬ 
tory gross-out moment.

keeper plan B 


COBBLERS boss Gary 
Johnson has confirmed 
he does have a "plan B' 
should goalkeeper Chris 
Dunn fail to agree a con¬ 
tract extension at the 
club. 

Town have offered the 24- 
year-old new terms at Six- 
fields and given him a dead¬ 
line of Monday to reach a 
decision, although his verdict 
may now be influenced by the 
fact that Coventry City have 
emerged as genuine contend¬ 
ers for his signature. 

The npower Championship 
club are looking to Dunn to 
replace highly-rated Ricoh 


Arena number one Keiren 
Westwood, who is understood 
to be closing in on a move to 
Premier League side Sunder¬ 
land. 

They could in fact bring

that date. I would have thought 
that Chris wiU want to know 
what’s happening to him pret¬ 
ty soon because it’s not nice go¬ 
ing on holiday wondering what 
you’re going to come back to 
and we can’t wait forever ei¬ 
ther.” 

Steve Collis, who spent the 
final six weeks of last season 
on loan at Sixfields from Pe¬ 
terborough, is likely to be one 
of the ‘names in the frame’ 
but Johnson was keeping his 
cards close to his chest in 
terms of any other potential 
candidates. 

The Cobblers manager be¬ 
lieves there is plenty of qual¬ 
ity available in the free trans¬ 


fer market, especially with 
clubs who have traditionally 
held big squads now looking 
to reduce their playing num¬ 
bers. 

“I’m not necessarily look¬ 
ing at an older goalkeeper,” 
he said. “I’ve worked with old 
ones and young ones and of 
course the more experience 
you can bring in the better 
but it doesn’t always work 
like that. 

“We’ve got options and the 
more likely outcome is that 
we bring in a very good young 
one that is a very good goal¬ 
keeper. 

“There’s enough keepers 
out there that are available.”
